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Jim Driskell returned to mayor's post 
by vote of New Brockton City Council 


The New Brockton-City Council 
met on Monday night, October 17, 
at City Hall and voted 4-1 to elect 
incumbent Jim Driskell as the 
city's mayor for the next four years 

The mayor's seat had been empty 
since the September runoff election 
when Driskell and councilman Rob- 
ert Miles both received a total of 
215 votes; however, no action 
could be taken until the Monday 
night meeting because of a lawsuit 
filed by Miles contesting the results 
of the election on the contention 
that Driskell had allegedly received 
illegally cast votes, 

Circuit Judge Terry Butts dis 
missed the election contest late last 
week after a preliminary hearing and 
according to state law, the election 
of a mayor then fell into the hands 
of the council. 

City attorney Kenneth Fuller 
told the councilmen Monday night 
that he had reviewed the law and it 
was clearly stated that in the event 
of a tie vote cast in a runoff elec- 
tion, the tie would be broken by a 
majority vote of the city's clected 
officials. 

Fuller added that since the law 
recognizes the fact that the council 
is composed of five council mem- 
bers and a mayor, it would take four 
(4) voles to make a majority. 

"There is no deadline set in the 
law in which a mayor must be cho- 
sen,” stated Fuller, "but it is my 
feeling that somewhere down the 
line you as council members can be 
forced to elect a mayor." 


Councilman Britt Lee asked 
Fuller what would happen if a 
Grand Jury indicted one of the two 
men seeking the mayor's post and 
threw out votes that may have been 
cast illegally and the attorney an- 
swered “What the Grand Jury does 
will have no impact what so ever 
on who ts clected by this council, 
The Grand Jury can't change votes 
and will not rule on how anyone 
voted. Election violations are mis- 
demeanors and the Grand Jury acts 
only on felonies, Unless a convic- 
tion is returned that would disquali 
fy an official, those elected will not 
be effected by the actions of a Grand 
Jury.” 

Fuller also stated that the absen- 
tee ballots cast in the runoff elec- 
tion hud been subpoenaed by the 
District Attorney's office, but said 
that he had refused to surrender the 
ballots over to the investigators. 

"The District Attorney had no 
right to the ballots without a court 
order and I doubt that any court will 
get involved in how citizens voted 
in an election.” 

Councilman Charles Cole stated 
"If any illegal activity took place I 
hope it does come out! If we elect a 
man to the post of mayor and later 
find that he had done something il- 
legally, I think the council will 
have the authority.to removed him 
from office through impeachment." 

Councilman Lee then made a 
motion that the election of a mayor 
be tabled until the completion of 
the investigation by the DA, only 


to see the motion die for the lack of 
a second 

Councilman Cole then made a 
motuon that the council elect a 
mayor at the meeting “tonight” and 
it passed by a vote of 4-1, with Lee 
opposed. 

Lee made a motion to elect Rob- 
ert Miles as mayor and stated "I 
think that Miles is the proper 
choice because he carried three of 
the five districts in both the elec- 
uion and the runoff,” 

This motion also died for the 
lack of a second and then Cole made 
a mouon that Jim Driskell be elect- 
ed to the post. 

Laymon Tindol seconded the 
mouon and Driskell was elected by 
a vote of 4-1, with Lee again in op- 
position, 

Following the meeting, Cole 
stated "I made the motion because I 
felt the City of New Brockton need- 
ed a mayor now! It is time for the 
city to move forward and I think 
that New Brockton has gone 
through enough embarrassment be- 
cause of the entire situation, I 
would have been criticized no mat- 
ter which man I chose to support 
and I supported who I felt was the 
best man for the job." 

Mayor Driskell was emotional 
after being elected and said "I am 
sorry that this had to happen and I 
wish it had been settled during the 
election. I feel very proud that the 
members of the council had the 


confidence in me to put me back in.

job I can to insure New Brockton

Patrick reinstated to police force, suit settled by action 


A unanimous vote by the Elba 
City Council in a special meeting 
Tuesday afternoon restored former 
police officer Michael Patrick to the 
force as part of a settlement of the 
$250,000 lawsuit he had filed in 
federal court following his dismis- 
sal last March. 

The council first heard a recom- 


mendation by City Attorney Mark 
Vaughan that it was his “unquali- 
fied recommendation" the council 
accept the settlement. The agree- 
ment, which was spelled out in a 
letter from his Montgomery lawyer, 
called for the officer to be put back 
to work as a policeman, receive 
back pay of approximately $4800; 


legal fees and out-of-pocket expens- 
es of $5600 and $2500 damages for 
the ordeal, The City had until Wed- 
nesday afternoon (yesterday) to ac- 
cept the settlement. 

Vaughan explained that this was 
so both sides would know if it was 
necessary to go forward with pre- 
trial work that was going to in- 


Elba City Council meets with Hospital Authority 


Mayor Fred Moore and the mem- 
bers of the Elba City Council met 
with the Elba Hospital Authority 
on Thursday, October 13 and dis- 
cussed the status of the hospital and 
its lease with National Healthcare. 

"This is just an informal meet- 
ing between the council and author- 
ity," stated Cook, who acts as 
chairman of the authority, " and 
Mayor Moore requested the meeting 
to bring all council members 
abreast of what is going on at the 
hospital.” 

Mayor Moore asked Cook about 
the status of the hospital and was 
told "The Elba General Hospital is 
under lease to National Healthcare, 
which means during the tenure of 
the lease National Healthcare acts 
almost as owners of the facility. 
There are many details in the lease 
that must be met to keep the lease 


valid, one of which is to provide 


quality health care to the people of 


Elba, and at the present time all de- 
tails of the lease are being complied 
with,” 

Continuing, Cook stated "The 
hospital was leased to National 
Healthcare for an initial period of 
five years, with an option to renew, 
and it Was a good lease for the city. 
The council was in favor of leasing 
the facility and by leasing it the 
council relieved itself of an annual 
expenditure of. $75,000. The City 
of Elba still owns the hospital, it 
simply leases the facility." 

When councilman Randy Bed- 
sole asked about the status of the 
present lease, Cook answered "The 
lease was for five years with the op- 
tion to renew at the discretion of 
the authority. The lease would have 
expired on September 30 if it had

not been renewed; however, the 
lease was not terminated and in es- 
sence the hospital is still under 
lease to National Healthcare. If Na- 
tional Healthcare defaults in its 
lease the hospital will revert back 
to the authority and city, but unless 
a default occurs, National Health- 
care is still operating the facility." 

Hospital Authority attorney 
Merrill Shirley explained that the 
authority was originally formed as 
the Elba Hospital Board, but the 
name was changed to satisfy certain 
aspects of the lease. 

"The authority is in existence to 
insure the health care needs of the 
community are met,” said Shirley. 
"The members are appointed by the 
council for six year terms, but the 
council is not a voting member of 
the authority. The authority acts as 
custodian of the property and reve- 
nue generated by the hospital.” 

Councilman John Waylon 
Sharpless told the members of the 
authority that he had heard rumors 
about National Healthcare removing 
equipment from the Elba facility 
and Cook again answered the con- 
cern by saying "Nothing that was 
not included in the assets of Nation- 
al Healthcare or that was sold to 
National Healthcare has been re- 
moved, to the knowledge of the au- 
thority. We too have heard the ru- 
mors share the concern, but we 
have checked into the rumors and 
feel confident that nothing thal 
doesn't belong to National Health- 
care has been moved to another hos- 
pital." 

"When the hospital was leased to 
National Healthcare everything that 
wasn't considered fixed assets was 
sold to the company,” said Cook, 
"and the money is still in the bank. 
An audit has been conducted at the 
request of the authority and at a fu- 
ture date we would like to get back 
together and go over it with the

crease the expenses on both sides. 

The council met, heard the rec- 
ommendation of the lawyer, and 
again went into executive session 
for about 15 minutes before coming 
out and taking the settlement ac- 
tion. 

Vaughan stressed that even 
though he thought the case should 
be settled, he wanted the council to 
make its own decision and not just 
do what he said. He added that this 
settlement would get Elba out of 
the matter at the least financial cost 
to the city. 

The motion was made by coun- 
cil member John W, Sharpless and 
seconded by Bill Brunson, after they 
heard Mayor Fred Moore state he 
recommended the council take the 
advice of the city attomey and settle 
the case. 

Also questioned was Police 
Chief Freddie Hanchey who told the 
council he could work with the offi- 
cer. 


Bobby Baker named as 
new coroner for Elba 


division of county 


Bobby Baker, of Elba, has been 
named coroner of the Elba division, 
Coffee County by Governor Guy 
Hunt. The appointment was effec- 
tive October 11th. 

Baker was appointed to fill the 
vacancy created by the resignation 
of Fred Moore who stepped down 
when he was elected mayor of Elba. 
There are approximately two more 
years remaining on the term of the 
elective office. 

There were several local citizens 
who were interested in the appoint- 
ment even though it is rare for 
more than one candidate to run for 
the four year term during election 
years. 

In a letter from Governor Hunt 
announcing the appointment, Baker 
was congratulated on his qualifica- 
tions for the office. Hunt also stated 
he felt confident Baker would do an 
excellent job in the position. 

Baker is a native of Elba, is a 
farmer and has been active in the 
Elba Rescue Squad since December 
1985 where he is presently serving 
as Assistant Captain. 

He is currently classified as an 
Emergency Medical Technician Il 
and has completed the educational 
requirements to be licensed as a par- 
amedic.

Election contest dismissed 


The selection of a new mayor for 
the City of New Brockton apparent- 
ly fell into the lap of the New 
Brockton City Council last week 
after the courts dismissed an elec- 
tion challenge filed by a former 
councilman who finished the runoff 
election in a deadlock with the 
city's incumbent mayor. 

Former councilman Robert 
Miles filed an election challenge on 
September 19 and alleged that in- 
cumbent Mayor Jim Driskell re- 
ceived votes illegally, which would 
change the final vote count and give 
the post of mayor to Miles. 

A hearing was conducted by Cir- 
cuit Judge Terry Butts on Thursday, 
October 6, at the courthouse in En- 
terprise and both parties were 
present and submitted motions be- 
fore the court. 

A motion to have Gareth Lind- 
sey removed as counsel for Driskell 
on the basis that his law partner 
was the city attorney in New Brock- 
ton was rejected by Judge Butts, 
while two motions to dismiss the 
suit were filed by Lindsey. 

In announcing his ruling last 
week, Judge Butts stated “The mat- 
ter presented to the Court is of vital 
interest not only to the parties, but 
also to the City of New Brockton. 
The facts on pending motions, as 
presented to the Court by attorneys 
for both parties, are not in dispute. 
Plaintiff Miles and Defendant Dris- 
kell each received the exact same 
number of votes for the office of 
Mayor of the City of New Brockton 
in the election held on September 
13, 1988. Tn open court and 
on the record, all parties 
agreed that neither Plaintiff 
Miles nor Defendant Driskell 
has been declared elected as 
Mayor. No official action has 
been taken other than the filing of 
this election contest. 

In issuing a ruling, the Court is 
bound to follow the law, both stat- 
utory law as well as case law. 
Election contests are statu- 
tory and by law are to be 
construed strictly by the 
Court. The Court points out that 
the only issue before the 
Court at this time is the Mo- 
tion to Dismiss the Election Con- 
test on the grounds that (1) The 
bond and security given for the 
costs of the contest is not sufficient 
to confer jurisdiction on the court 
to proceed with same in that it fails 
to give security for the costs of the 
contest as required....., and (2) The 
Court is wholly without jurisdic- 
tion over this action, contest or 
proceeding in that a contest of an 
election may be filed only where a 
person has been declared clected to a 
municipal office. The defendant has 
not been declared elected to the of- 
fice of Mayor of the City of New 


Brockton, Alabama." 

Continuing, Judge Butts stated 
"As stated, this two-pronged mo- 
tion is the only issue before the 
Court for ruling at the moment. 
Whether or not there were il- 
legal votes cast as alleged in 
the Complaint is not before 
the Court for ruling---only 
the two grounds to dismiss 
are before the Court. The 
only evidence heard to date 
is evidence on the Motion to 
Dismiss as stated hereina- 
bove. The issue presented to 
the Court for ruling is a 
clod-blooded issue of law. 
Rumors, personalities, character, 
honesty, integrity, allegations of il- 
legal votes, etc.---none of these--- 
(nor any aspect of the election con- 
test) is before the Court for rul- 
ing....based solely on the law 
and nothing else. 

As decided by the Alabama Su- 
preme Court, it appears that the 
case of Groom vy. Taylor...., is 
squarely on point. In said case, the 
Alabama Supreme Court stated 'A 
contest of an election may be filed 
only where a_ person has 
been declared elected to a 
municipal office and hence this 
court is wholly without jurisdiction 
over this action, contest, proceed- 
ing.’ 

The Supreme Court further stat- 
ed in the above mentioned case 
“That no one was declared elected in 
the first clection and that a contest 
can only be had against one 
declared elected" and also stated 
"That proceedings of this kind are- 
purcly statutory, they are to be 
stricly construed as to those provi- 
sions for inaugurating the contest 
and which are necessary to involve 
jurisdiction,” 

Butts ruled "It follows then, that 
if the case of Groom v. Taylor, as 
decided by the by the Alabama Su- 
preme Court, is in fact the control- 
ling law, then the Motion to 
Dismiss the Election is due 
to be granted." 

Butts invited and encouraged the 
parties to appeal the decision of the 
Court and pointed out that in ap- 
pealing the decision the Alabama 
Supreme Court would have the op- 
portunity to advise the trial court if 
the trial court has erroneously inter- 
preted the case of Groom vy. Taylor. 

Miles will have 42 days from 
the date of the ruling to appeal the 
decision. 

In a related matter, officials at 
the Coffee County District Attor- 
ney's Office reported that it had re- 
ceived a complaint concerning the 
New Brockton mayoral election and 
was investigating the complaint.

School Board Discusses Finances 


The kliba City School Board 
mecting for October was routine 
with approval of monthly bills be- 
ing officially the most important 
item of business. 

However for the peace of mind 
of board members and long-range 
good of the school system, proba- 
bly the most important part of the 
meeting was when they reached the 
part on the agenda where Mayor 
Fred Moore was to address the 
group.

While reviewing the financial 
Statement, board members were told 
the carryover balance in the general 
fund dropped over $38, due 
largely to the teacher pay raise that 
went into effect at the beginning of 
school. Foley explained that the 
school system wouldn't start receiv- 
ing this money until the beginning 
of the state's fiscal year which was 
October I. 

Also contributing to this drop in 
the reserve was the $2,500 given to 
each of the three schools by the 
board that is to replace much of the 
fund-raising by the schools. Anoth- 
er $2,500 is scheduled for each 
school and is to be given at a later 
date, 

Board members were told that 
the $383.50 on the income sheet 
was from the sale of some old desks 
that were stored at Mulberry. 

The board gave approval for the 
FHA to take a field tnp on October 
31. 

A discussion on the Troy State 
Student Teachers program netted a 
statement by the board to continue 
supporting this intern program, be- 
ing sure it is monitored and being 
used properly by the student teach- 
ers. 
The board approved installing an 
‘additional light in the courtyard at 
the band room. They also voted to 
evaluate the fire extinguisher situa- 
tion in the schools and find out just 
what, if any, changes need to be 
made. This will be done with the 


cooperation of the local fire depart- 
ment. 

A request from the band for 
$1556 to buy hat boxes, garment 
bags, etc. was tabled at the request 
of Superintendent Foley who want- 
ed the board to delay any action un- 
til they were more secure in their fi- 
nancial condition.

"Blessed are the meek: for they 
laid down for us the very basics of living a life pleasing to God and to our 
fellow man. In the beatitudes, Jesus offers a series of statements that seem 
difficult, if not impossible, to understand, In the case of the third beatitude, 
the problem is compounded by the fact that the word “meck" just does not 
mean the same thing to modern man that it did to the first hearers. To mod 
ern man, meckness is a trait to be treated with contempt, because meekness 
Is synonymous with weakness, and spinclessness. But that is not at all what 
Jesus was speyking about c 

Meckness, in the Bible sense, refers not to weakness, bul instead strength, 
which is kept in control. The Greek historian Xenophonused the same word 
to describe a horse broken to bridle, or under control. The strength is still 
there, but it is harnessed for good. The meek person is not weak, but instead 
is controlled because he is strong enough to be controlled, which allows 
him to have the gentleness that Jesus wanted for His followers. Paul de 
scribed meckness as a fruit of the Spirit, along with love, joy, peace, long 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, and temperance (Gal, §;22-23)) 
Meckness is a virtue to be desired 

Many strong men have been described as meck. Moses, the great lawgiv 
er, is described as “very meck, above all the men which were upon the face 
of the earth” (Num, 12:3), The Lord Jesus invites, "Take my yoke upon 
you, and leam of me; for | um meck and lowly in heart: and ye shall find 
rest.unto your souls” (Matt. 11:29). He was “meek and lowly in heart.” He 
was strong, with the power to call down angels from heaven to do His bid 
ding, yet He treated mankind with love and gentleness.

The psalmist David 
was contrasting the meek with the wicked: “Yet a litle while and the wicked 
shall not be: yea, thou shalt diligently consider his place, and it shall not 
be" (Ps. 37:10). The way of the meck is the way of righteousness, and 
while the wicked "shall not be," the meck shall “inherit the earth.” The 
phrase, “inherit the earth,” is a figure of speech to indicate the possession 
given to the faithful, The possession to be inherited is the “new earth" de 
scribed in Revelation 21. Just as the children of Israel inherited the promised 
land, the meck follower of Christ will inherit the new heaven and new 
earth

Semester exams 
should include all the material covered that semester. 

There will be no exemptions for the nine weeks tests given at the end of the first 
and third quarters. There is a possibility of exemption for the semester exam given at 
the end of the second and fourth quarters in either of the following two instances; an 
average of 83 and perfect attendance or an average of 93 and not more than the allow 
able excused absences during the semester.

operator, is wearing a U. S. Coast 
Guard-approved personal flotation 
device Type I, Type II, or Type III. 
Such personal flotation devices will 
be worn and securely fastened in ac- 


cordance with the manufacturer's in- 
structions and recommendations..." 

The areas below locks and dams 
are posted with signs warning that 
PFDs must be worn within the 
800-foot area. Fish for a trophy-- 
nol a tragedy. Wear your PFD and 
make sure all your passengers wear 
theirs.

Food Stamp Households To 


Receive Incre 


Effective Oct. 1 most food 
stamp households in Alabama and 
throughout the country will see an 
increase in their food stamp bene- 
fits, state Human Resources Com- 
missioner Andy Hornsby has an- 
nounced, 

"The increase in benefits reflects 
the annual adjustment in federal 
poverty guidelines and the passage 
of the federal Hunger Prevention 
Act last month," Horsnby said. 

"The amount of the increase will 
not be the same for all houeholds, 
because of differences in 
family size, household ex- 
penses and financial circum- 
stances," he noted. 

"But generally, the increase 
will range from $3 to $10 a 
month for most food stamp house- 
holds,” Hornsby added. 

Also being adjusted is the 
amount of income applicants may 
have and still be eligible for the 
food stamp program. 

Beginning in October a family 
of four may have a gross income 
of not more than $1,263 a month 
and a net income of not more than 
$971 a month. 

The previous maximum allowa- 
ble gross income for a family of 
four was $1,214 and the maximum 
allowable nét income was $934. 

Most households must 
meet both gross and net income 
guidelines to be eligible for food 
stamps. 

"However, in households where 


ased Benefits 


at least one person is 60 
years of age or older, or is 
receiving Social Security 
disability benefits or SSI 
(Supplemental Security In- 
come) disability benefits, 
only net income guidelines must 
be met,” Hornsby said. 

All states operate the food stamp 
program according to guidelines set 
forth by the U.S. Dept. of Agricul- 
ture, which provides the stamps. 

_In Alabama, the program is ad- 
ministered through the Dept. of Hu- 
man Resources. Currently, there are 
more than 152,000 food stamp 
households in the state.

The Coffee County Board of Ed- 
ucation met on Monday night, Oc- 
tober 24 and gave Supt. Clayton 
Bryant its approval to continue stu- 
dying the needs of the three high 
schools in the county system and 
the possibility of the board using a 
local bond issue to finance the pro- 
ject. 

Supt. Bryant told the board 
members that he had worked with 
school officials and had compiled a 
list of major needs at the three high 
schools for the next ten years. 

"There is a drastic discrepancy 
between the conditions at the coun- 
ty's three elementary schools and 
the three high schools," said

Bryant, "and the problem needs to 
be addressed." 

The superintendent and board 
members discussed the results of 
the recent study that identified the 
major needs at the schools and in- 
cluded among the items listed on 
the report weres (Zion Chapel 
High School) construction of a 
new home economics/Vo Ag/ 
Science facility to include a class- 
room-kitchen in home economics 
and classroom and shop in Vo Ag, 
reworking the library, rework and 
return the auditorium to condition 
to allow its use as an auditorium, 
enlarge lunchroom and air condi- 
tion, install new heating and cool- 


Elba City Council adopts $1.36 million budget 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday with all members present. 
They adopted a budget, and again 
discussed the Elba Hydro Dam and 
the fate of the Gunter Dunn build- 
ing. The council also heard a com- 
plaint about the high number of bad 
accounts local merchants are getting 
from local people. 

The Budget adopted was for total 
revenue and expenditures of 
$1,366,000 and is about $5,000 
above last year's budget but doesn't 
include any borrowed funds. 

City Clerk Pat Boothe fielded 
questions from council members 
about the proposed budget after 
Mayor Fred Moore turned the dis- 

.cussion over to the council with the 

statement, "We will let her answer 
your questions because she is the 
one that worked so closely with the 
numbers.” 

Boothe explained that the city 
was “operating on a tight budget 
this year and there were no funds for 
new or special projects." She and 
Moore added that if revenues were 
up or if they could significantly cut 
expenses, then some additional pro- 
jects could be undertaken, 

The budget last year included 
borrowing $40,000 for some street 
paving and this is not being repeat- 
ed this fiscal year. 

The budget this year only in- 
cludes capital investment funds for 
one police car and no other equip- 
ment purchases or construction pro- 
jects. 

Cost of paying off debts previ- 
ously incurred by the city will total 
$205,600 during the current fiscal 
year. These include payments on 
money borrowed at the two local 
banks, a 1985 bond issue, a 1965 
bond issue and continuing pay- 
ments to Farmer's Home Admin- 
stration on the sewer project in- 
Stalled in 1968. 

The budget calls for spending 
$443,800 on "adminstrative" items. 
These normally include insurance, 
lawyer fees, payroll taxes, salaries 
and other office expenses. Also in- 
cluded in this category is $207,000 
for garbage and trash collection 

The police department normally 
takes a large bite from any munici- 
pal budget and Elba's is no excep- 
tion. The projected cost of operat- 
ing that department during the next 
year is $291,100, of which 
$230,700 is set aside for salaries. 

The Street Department will cost 
$174,600 during the next year and 
this too will go largely for salaries 
with $111 (600 estimated there. 

The Recreation Department in 
Elba is traditionally funded heavily 
and will continue to be given a lot 
of atfention. The budget for the 
coming year is $93,200 for recrea- 
tion with $53,000 of this going to 
salaries of employees and game of- 
ficials. Park maintenance will cost 
$14,000 and equipment is projected 
at $14,000. 

The fire department will cost an 
estimated $58,800 with $40,000 
going to pay the salaries of the vol- 
unteer firemen. 

The only other category is "Ap- 
propriations” which is a catch-all 
categorys for projects that are fund- 
ed with certain appropriated 
amounts. This group totals 
$98,900 and includes $32,000 for 
the Senior Citizens Center; 
$24 600 to the Elba school system; 
funds to operate the library and the 


reserve center, Others getting city 
help include the Coffee Co Associa- 
tion for Retarded Citizens, Arts Al- 
liance, health department, rescue 
squad, Human Resources and South 
Central Mental Health. 

The council heard James Chum- 
ney tell of his work on the Elba hy- 
dro dam, Chumney explained that 
he had purchased an 80 percent in- 
terest in the project and needed the 
City's help in getting the federal 
permit renewed. 

He explained that when work 
didn't proceed as planned the gov- 
ernment agencies attempted to con- 
tact the owners and only had the 
names and addresses of a previous 
owner, He said he and his partner 
were never contacted until after the 
permit had been revoked, Now an- 
other firm is trying to get the per- 
mit issued in their name, even 
though Elba Hydro has the lease 
with the city. 

Chumney was told by Mayor 
Moore and the council that they 
would help him wherever possible. 
He also wanted some information 
on just who had taken much of the 
copper out of the turbines in the old 
power house. 

He said that if the permit was re- 
stored, they expected to have one 
machine on line by March Ist. The 
firm has already invested $238,000 
in the project, according to Chum- 
ney. 


The former Gunter Dunn build- 
ing entered the discussion when 
Councilman Eddie Vaughan was 
asked to report on the progress of 
the clean-up committee. 

Vaughan noted they had looked 
over the city and realized that the 
one major project that should be 
handled first was the Gunter Lunn 
building, He recommended workers 
immediately clean the weeds and 
vines from the area and do some- 
thing to make the broken window 


areas more presentable. Vaughan 


and the other committee members 
also recommended the building be 
surveyed for future use potential be- 
fore being torn down. 


Mayor Moore noted he would 
consider a rent free situation if 
some private interest would agree to 
pay for renovations. 

The council also agreed to invite 
Storer Cable representatives to the 
next meeting, move forward with a 
police officer checking doors down- 
town and begin working to appoint 
and/or reappoint a large number of 
board members where terms have 
expired, 

Mayor Moore also signed a proc- 
Jamation at the request of the 
Chamber of Commerce declaring 
November 17-24 as Farm-City 
Week, 


County Commission hears Geneva 


County resident voice complaints 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
October 24 at the courthouse in En- 
terprise and heard from a Coffee 
County landowner that claimed the 
commission had denied him the 
right to vote. 

Dell Ellis, who by his own ad- 
mission admitted at the meeting 
that he lived in Geneva County,

told the commission that he had 
voted in Coffee County all his life 
and while he did live in Geneva 
County, he owned land in Coffee 
County and felt it was legal for him 
to vote in Coffee County. 

County attorney Warren Rowe 
told Ellis that the commission disa- 
greed with his thoughts and Ellis 
responded that he would let "A 
judge and 12 men decide!" 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***awarded the contract for pest 
control for all county buildings to 
Copter Pest Control for $147.50 
per month; 

***tabled awarding contracts on 
tables and chairs for the farm center 
and a truck for the county mainte- 
nance department; 

***agreed to ammend the min- 
utes of the meetings in June, 1988 
to show that Dell Ellis did appear; 

***was told the land on which 
the new Health Dept. in Enterprise 
is to built will revert back to the 
City of Enterprise if no progress is 
made within two years of the date 
the land was deeded to the county; 

***agreed to purchase the Lee 
property at a cost of $18,000;

***and, proclaimed Farm-City

Lawsuit filed over voting rights 


A Coffee County landowner who 
appeared at the Monday meeting of 
the Coffee County Commission 
and stated he would let a "judge and 
12 men" decide whether or not he 
could legally vote in Coffee County 
apparantly was giving a hint of 
things to come as the commission 
has been notified that he has indeed 
filed suit over in the matter. 

Coy Dell Ellis, who at Mon- 
day's meeting of the Coffee County 
Commission stated that he did live 


in Geneva County, filed a suit on 
October 18 on behalf of his wife, 
Nancy; and himself, appealing the 
denial and refusal by the Coffee 
County Board of Registrars to reg- 
ister them to vote in the Enterprise 
division of Coffee County. 

Ellis stated in the suit that he 
and his wife were both citizens of 
the United States and over the age 
of 18, both had qualifications which 
entitled them to register to vote and 
that both had been registered voters 


in Coffee County for a number of 
years, 
Ellis declared that on September 
26 he and wife received a letter from 
the registrars informing them that 
their names had been removed from 
the Coffee County voters list. He 
added that on October 18 he at- 
tempted to register as a voter in the 
Enterprise division of Coffee Coun- 
ty and was refused registration. 

In the suit, Ellis also demanded 
trial by a struck jury.

Settlement reached in takeover 


attempt of National Security 


National Security Ins. Co. has 
announced that a settlement has 
been reached with respect to the 
company's litigation with Mutual 
Savings Life Ins. Co. regarding 
Mutual Savings’ acquisition of 
226,243 shares of National Securi- 
ty's common stock. 

Under the terms of the settle- 
ment, National Security will pur- 
chase the shares from Mutual Sav- 
ings at a price of $25/share. Mutual 
Savings had acquired the shares in 
May of 1987 at a price of $27.50/ 
share. 

The shares at issue represent ap- 
proximately 22.2 percent of Nation- 
al Security's total shares issued and 
outstanding. Also under the terms 
of the settlement, all pending litiga- 
tion will be dismissed with each 
party bearing its own costs, 

In commenting on the settle- 
ment, National Security president 


J.R. Brunson stated that he was 
pleased to have the matter finally 
resolved and regarded the terms as 
beneficial to National Security and 
its stockholders. 

"From a financial standpoint, the 
purchase at $25/share represents a 
discount from the company’s cur- 
rent GAAP book value, resulting in 
an increase in the per share book 
value of the shares held by our re- 
maining stockholders. The purchase 
price was also in line with the re- 
cent market price trading range of a 
bid of $24 1/2 and an ask of $26. 
Thus, the company is not paying a 
premium to acquire the shares.” 

According to Brunson, Manage- 
ment believes that National Securi- 
ty's surplus of over $27 million is 
more than adequate to provide the 
$5.6 million purchase price with no 
material adverse effect on insurance 
operations, according to Brunson.
